TEXTILE STRIKE 


RESULTS 


Eight 
Philadelphia 
Firms 


Agree to Increase 


Wages. 


[By Telegraph to The Age.] 


Philadelphia, June 4—Eight firms 


granted the demands of the workers 
and the ranks of the strikers were 
swelled by the workmen in several 
mills going out. The three most impor- 
tant breaks on the side of the employ- 
ers were the granting of the 55-hour 
week and an Increase in pay by Light- 
enberger & Co., manufacturers of in- 
grain carpeta; Samuel Bocwlck, yarn 
manufacturer, and the Franklinville 
dye works. The employes of the car- 
pet and yarn concerns asked for a 55- 
hour week and a 10 per cent increase 
of wages from $12 to f 13 a week The 
strikers declare this break portends 
an early end of the strike, because the 
manufacturers have declared all along 
that they were unable to grant an in- 
crease in wages. 


The Lightenb'erger company is the 


first ingrain carpet company ,to grant 
both the shorter work and the in- 
crease in wages. The other five firms 
which gave in to the men were only 
asked to grant their employes the 
shorter week without any increase in 
pay. The firms that conceded the de- 
mands included two dress goods con- 
cerns, one dye works, one finishing 
mill, one hosiery and 
upholstering 


mIH, one yarn, mill/'one damask mill 
and one carpet mill Those that went 
on strike incuded three spinning mill's, 
two hosiery mills, one upholstery, one 
knitting mill and one warp dressing 
concern. 


Another new branch of the textile 


Industry brought into the conflict (was 
th hair cloth mills. There are only 
six of this class in the city and all the 
weavers employed in them quit work 
because they were not given the 55- 
hour week.

The knotters at one of the uphol- 


stery mills were granted the 55-hour 
week, but as the weavers in the,s»me 
plant were not given the same hours 
the knotters refused to return to work. 
The Buck hosiery mill offered Its em- 
ployes a 54-hour week on condition 
that they work 10 hours a day on the 
flrst five days of the week, with a hol- 
iday on Saturday. The offer was re* 
Jected.
